In particular, one or more third parties brought this information to the attention 
of applicant's attorneys on August 16, 2005. According to the information supplied to 
applicant's attorneys, these documents purportedly evidence an offer for sale by Wilcox 
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Industries Corp. of its SCOUT breathing system to the U.S. Navy, dated August 23, 2003. 
Specifically, the documents include a copy of a purported Wilcox's Invoice No. 2328-0104- 
00 and the packing list therefore, showing that 45 units were delivered to the Navy on 
December 31, 2002, and a copy of a purported Wilcox 2002 SCOUT brochure. The SCOUT 
system purports to be a breathing system that is switchable between self-contained breathing 
apparatus (SCBA) and powered air purifying respirator (PAPR) modes of operation. 

Applicant has no knowledge of and is not attesting to the accuracy of the 
information provided in the documents, including the dates, the description of the Scout 
System, the validity of the part numbers, whether any actual sale or offer for sale was made 
etc. In addition, applicant has no first hand knowledge that any of the letters provided herein 
were offers for sale, or that the invoiced items were in fact shipped. Applicant notes, 
however, that these documents are all dated less than one year prior to the earliest priority 
date of the application. 

This Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement is being submitted after 
a Notice of Allowance was mailed but before payment of the issue fee, and is accompanied 
by a certification under 37 C.F.R. § 1.97(c)(e)(2). A check in the amount of $180.00 
covering the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(p) is also enclosed herewith. As a result, this 
information should be considered by the Patent Office. The Director is hereby authorized to 
charge any deficiency in the fees filed, asserted to be filed or which should have been filed 
herewith to our Deposit Account No. 13-2855, under Order No. 30810/39676A.
